The proposed community center 
building ha- been the subject of so 
many vague statements and gen- 
eralitie- on the part of it- -ponsors 
that I will appreciate it if you will 
give me -pace in "< >ur Town" to 
pre-ent the following fact- about it 
which are revealed by any -erious 
examination of the project. It 
-eem< only fair that the people ol 
Xarberth should have, in place ot 
the broad, vague and meaningless 
-tatemeut- of the committee, an ac- 
curate summary of what this pro- 
ject would co-t them and the obli- 
gation- which it would incur tor 
them o\ er a period of year-. 

The -tatenn-nt made by some of 
the community building enthu-iaM- 
that it would re-ult in an increase 
of onlv .oo_' in the tax rate is ab- 
surdly ridiculous. A ."OJ tax in- 
crease would yield a revenue ot 
about S7200 a year. In the face of 
this figure, il is significant that the 
committee did not give out a de- 
tailed statement revealing how they 
arrived at the .ooj increase.

Mr. W . K. 1). Hall, as a reprc- 
cntative of Xarberth Council, 
;ave a most instructive and inter- 
sting talk on the roads and streets 
of our borough, dividing his sub- 
ject into the history, present 
status, and future of roads, lie 
explained how anil why roads can 
and may be paved and dedicated, 
the laws concering borough roads, 
and the reason for presenting the 
question of a bond issue for road 
building at the coming election. 

Mr. Richard 1). Abel spoke as 
a representative of the Commu- 
nity Center House Committee. He 
said that if the bond issue for the 
building is approved at the elec- 
tion, the committee will proceed 
at once to the business of deciding 
as nearly as possible with public 
consent the best location on the 
playground and the best appor- 
tionment of funds toward comple- 
tion of the playgrounds, the build- 
ing itself, and the equipment. 

The meeting was then turned 
over to the League with Mrs. 
Fowler presiding. She introduced 
Mr. Thomas Kaeburn White, who 
spoke on "Constitutional Conven- 
tion." He made it very clear that 
people are not voting for the adop- 
tion of changes in the State Con- 
stitution made by the convention, 
but merely voting for or against 
holding the convention. In ex- 
plaining why the Constitution 
needed revising, he said that the 
tremendous increase in industries 
and population make it necessary 
to meet new conditions; that laws 
governing old conditions could not 
suffice for today. Amendments, 
of which there are twenty-four in 
our State Constitution." he said, 
"are like new patches on a very 
old house." He rapped the Magis- 
trate system in Philadelphia and 
pointed out the complexity of out- 
present ballot. He closed his very 
enlightening talk with the asser- 
tion that the people must be 
aroused to take more interest in 
public affairs, and to put Pennsyl- 
vania higher on the list of States 
in its voting percentage. Owing 
to the length of the meeting, the 
usual social hour was omitted. 

The Seniors who did not attend 
the Hallowe'en party given by the 
Juniors on Tuesday evening miss- 
ed a jolly good time.

Advocates of Bond Issues 
Present Final Arguments 

Council Policy A 't tacked] Building Committee Rc- 
By Street Petitioners \ plies .to Criticism of Loan 



The Xarberth Street Improve- 
ment Association, which is a vol- 
untary, non-partisan organization 
advocating the passage of the 
Street Pond issue at the election 
next Tuesday, has requested pub- 
lication of the following state- 
ment for which they assume the 
re-ponsibilily : 

"The reason why the street issue 
has become the most discussed 
local matter now before the people 
of Xarberth i- because it grows 
out of a situation which is and al- 
ways has been unfair to a large 
group of the people. Whenever 
such a situation exists, it arouses 
intense interest and vivid discus 
sion. This street is-ue is not a 
matter of recent origin but instead 
has been a tight between small 
groups of people on unpaved 
streets and the lloiongh Council 
fur manv year-. And up to the 
• resent. Council has won every 
battle. Xovv. fortunately, an ap- 
, eal is being made to the voters 
themselves, and the people on the 
unpaved streets are confident that 
their fellow -citizens will give them 
more considerate treatment than 
they hitherto have been able to re- 
ceive from Council. 

"There are one or two members 
of Council who have been uni- 
formly courteous and sympathetic 
in their attitude toward the people 
on the unpaved streets, but as a 
whole. Council has treated the 
people on the unpaved streets as 
though they were rank outsiders, 
having no claim upon even the 
courteous attention of their rep- 
resentatives. The people have 
been told at Council meetings. 'It 
is your own hard luck if you have 
"been "foolish enough to buy prop- 
erty on an unpaved street,' which 
was, of course, equivalent to say- 
ing, 'If you don't like it you can 
leave.' 

"Different groups of people, 
each representing their own street, 
in past years have repeatedly- 
sought Council as a source of au- 
thentic information and advice as 
to what they should do to secure 
pavements. They have been given 
what seemed to be complete infor- 
mation but, after complying with 
all' the requirements, previously- 
stipulated by Council, they have 
always been confronted by some 
later disclosed reason why noth- 
ing could be done. It was not 
until this year when all of the 
people on all of the unpaved streets 
merged into their present organi- 
zation and presented a united front 
that Council took the action by 
which the present bond issue is 
enabled to appear on the ballots 
next Tuesday. And even in this 
present case Council has remained 
true to it's old form by creating an 
obstacle which was not revealed 
until three weeks before election. 
So far as we are aware, the only- 
positive and official statement of 
policy which Council' has ever dis- 
closed in reference to our unpaved 
streets was the recent passage of 
President Hall's resolution, which 
was distinctly discouraging to the 
legitimate expectations that the 
previous statements of Council- 
men had aroused in us. 

"When groups of residents on 
unpaved streets have appeared be- 
fore Council as petitioners, asking 
for nothing but a few loads of 
ashes or cinders to fill in and ab- 
sorb the mud holes on their 
streets, they have been told that 
the streets were private thorough- 
fares. But when the same streets 
had been surfaced at the expense 
of the property owners and were 
being cut up by the passage ol 
heavy motor trucks on Borough 
work and the same people appear- 
ed before Council to protest 
against the damage and to request 
that the traffic be diverted, they 
have been told that their streets 
were public thoroughfares. 
.. "This problem Of unpaved' 
streets has been, for years, the 
most acute and pressing matter 
facing Ithe community .as a whole; 
but doUricil /has^-^newf^adontiqd' 
toward it any constructive policy. 
Tjieir attitude has always been to

( in Tuesday next the voters of 
Xarberth will be asked to vote upon 
a proposed bond issue in the amount 
of $100,000 for the purpose of de- 
veloping a complete community 
center to care for both the indoor 
ami outdoor activities of the com- 
munity. 

"While the general plan has re- 
ceived the endorsement of many 
local organizations as well as in- 
dividual citizens, there have, as is 
to be expected of any major project, 
been criticisms of varying char- 
acter," the Building Committee stat- 
ed this week. 

"These criticisms, fortunately, arc 
not of a serious nature," the commit- 
tee says, "and are criticisms which 
would not have been made, in most 
instances, if those raising the issue 
had taken the opportunity of in- 
forming themselves of the reports 
the committee has from time to time 
given to the public. 

"As the issue goes to a vote, how- 
ever, it is felt that perhaps the loose 
ends should be pulled together, in 
order that those voters still in doubt 
011 certain points might be informed 
thereon. The committee has re- 
viewed certain criticisims that have 
been printed and others that have 
from time to time come to the at- 
tention of its members." 

'One criticism heard," says the 
committee, "is that the plans pro- 
posed lack definiteness. While cer- 
tain defined phases have not been 
settled, it is because, inherently, they 
cannot be settled until money is 
available to get engineering data, 
finished architectural plans and 
builders' bids, although these have 
been closely proximated and the de- 
velopment is possible of execution 
along the general lines proposed." 

The committee quotes from "Our 
Town" issue of April 26 last, carry- 
ing an article which opened thus : 
"The architect's plans for the pro- 
posed community center building 
were shown to Xarberth's organiza- 
tions at a meeting held at the Y. M. 
C. A. Thursday night. About 100 
interested citizens attended and 
listened with considerable interest to 
the exhaustive report presented by 
the committee. This report, which 
goes into every phase of the plans, 
finances, control, etc., is printed in 
full in this issue of 'Our Town.' " 

"Thus." says the committee, "was 
the full report, covering six full 
columns of that issue, given to the 
public, and it answered many ques- 
tions that have since been raised. 
Copies of the complete report are 
available to anyone interested. Ap- 
ply either to T. Xoel Butler, 229 Es- 
sex avenue, or to 'Our Town' for 
the issue of April 26." 

"A.11 interesting criticism," the 
committee points out. "was one 
raised by a correspondent in last 
week's issue of 'Our Town,' sug- 
gesting that if the borough has 
$100,000 to spend, it would benefit 
the borough more by devoting it to 
the opening of Essex avenue under 
the railroad and beautifying the sta- 
tion ; and replies that a very similar 
suggestion was recently answered by 
reminding the suggestor that it is 
not the province of the borough to 
spend money on private railroad 
property and that any improvement 
about the station was one that would 
have to be cared for by the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company. 

Another suggestion was made in 
"Our Town" several weeks ago that 
the committee explain in detail how 
it arrived at its statement that the 
resultant tax increase Would be only 
about three mills, and says the com- 
mittee: "This again was quite 
definitely covered in the comprehen- 
sive report that has been referred 
to." 

The committee says again that the 
tax increase would be less than three 
mills ; would be .02718 per cent., to 
be exact by using the calculations 
of the borough secretary shown in 
the last several issues of this paper 
in advertising the "Notice of Elec- 
tion" and to answer the correspond- 
ent as to the other items, such as 
taxes, depreciation, heat and light, 
guardian and janitor service, etc., 
me committee "saysl "There would 
be no taxes, as it would be borough 
property. The guardian of the

Legal Minds Await 
Legion Trial 



Friday, Nov. 7, Final 
Arrangements Made 



Since the last issue of "Our 
Town" a great deal of water has 
passed under the bridge. Likewise, 
the week has been one of feverish 
activity on the part of both plaintiff 
and defendant. Telegrams have 
been received from all parts of the 
country requesting immediate in- 
formation as to the result of the 
trial and the final decision. The 
press of the country is aroused over 
the incident and many of the news- 
papers have forwarded requests for 
"reporters' passes" in ord,er to cover 
the trial direct. The Legion feels, 
however, that it has a duty to the 
borough citizens and postively will 
not issue passes of any description. 
It will be a big event and worth 
far more than the 75 cents charged 
for admission to Kim Hall. 

It is understood that several cases 
on various Court Dockets through- 
out the country have been held up 
pending the decision handed down 
in this trial. Little did the Legion 
realize that this case would develop 
into a situation that runs the gamut 
of human emotions — love, hate, 
trust, anger, bitterness — indeed it 
passes belief. Some of the questions 
lying on the fringe of the case are 
vital to everyone, causing untold 
hardships, misery and trouble in the 
world's affairs. As an example, look 
at a very few of the vital issues to 
be decided : 

Are cross eyes a ground for di- 
vorce? 

Can a man be faithful to his pub- 
lic duties while contention reigns in 
his home? 

Shall we supress the press? 

Water rusts iron. Is it then harm- 
ful lo the internal organs? 

When is a jury not a jury? 

Together with many questions 
that must be kept in reserve in order 
that the defendant will not realize 
the extent to which the Legion has 
gone in preparing the case. 

It is advisable that you get your 
tickets immediately in order that you 
may not miss this sensational event. 
You may rest assurred that it will 
be an evening long to be remem- 
bered and the greatest value for 75 
cents that you have ever had. 

Efforts are still being made to 
obtain information in connection 
with the bribe mentioned in last 
week's issue of "Our Town," but to 
date, every clue has failed. The case 
will bring before the bar (legal bar) 
the master legal minds of the coun- 
try, as both sides are organizing 
and preparing to fight it out to the 
last ditch. Threats and counter- 
threats have been passing from one 
side to the other, even to the ex- 
tent of great bitterness and enmity 
between the opposing attorneys. It 
was only through the combined ef- 
forts of the entire Legion Commit- 
tee that kept them from coming to 
blows at the recent meeting to ar- 
range the trial. 

Of course rumor upon rumor is 
coming in from every side to the 
Legion headquarters, one being that 
the gentleman under suspicion has 
reserved a passage to Europe for 
his possible use immediately after 
the trial. Where there is any 
ground for the rumor, an investiga- 
tor is immediately put upon the 
track of same with order to sift it 
to the bottom. 

The Legion has gone to an im- 
mense amount of trouble in prepar- 
ing this trial and certainly trusts 
that the citizens of Narberth will 
support same in every respect. The 
tickets are only 75 cents and each 
one sold indicates another friend of 
the Legion. Everyone realizes that 
it is the backbone and the largest 
and most powerful organization in 
the country in keeping alive that 
spirit of Americanism which means 
so much to us in these troubled 
times.

All persons are pro- 
hibited from tiring any guns, pis- 
tols, rifles or firearms when in the 
bori'Ugli limits, under penalty of 
ten dollars (SH>) l<>»- each and 
every offense : one-half of the pen- 
alty to he paid to the informer. 

"Section 2. No person shall hunt 
,,r kill anv song or other birds, nor 
destroy their nests, nor hunt or 
kill anv rabbit, squirrel or opos- 
sum under penalty of ten dollars 
i Sin i for every offense; one-halt 
the penalty to 'be paid to the in- 
former.

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The above figures are most con- 
servative and there are. of course, 
nianv incidental and smaller items 
which would have to be added to 
the total. Kven without these items 
the above total yearly expense would 
necessitate a tax increase of .005 
which represents practically a 33 1-3 
per cent, increase in the borough tax 
rale of .o\<>. This expense will re- 
main practically constant year at tor 
vcar, for. although the interest pay- 
ments will gradually be reduced as- 
the principal is paid off, this saving 
will be offset by increased expense 
for maintenance and depreciation. 

And we should all remember that 
we would be very close to the limit 
nf legal borough indebtedness and 
thai ihe passage of this issue might 
make 11 impossible for Us to obtain 
more iieces-sarv improvements which 
ma\ become needed in a few years, 
without placing everyone in the bor- 
ough in danger of a large, immedi- 
ate assessment. 

Another point thai I would like 
to lake this opportunity of calling 
In the atleiilioii of the people ot 
Xarberth 1- the fact thai the com- 
■ initiee is pledging $50,000 that they 
do not have. Tile trust fund from 
I the Y. M. C. A. falls short of that 
j amount by many thousands of dol- 
lars and the balance is only figured 
on paper as representing what the 
committee hopes to gel from other 
organizations. As a matter of fact, 
in regard to the Y. M. C. A. trust 
fund, what right, either moral (il- 
legal, has this committee to say that 
thev will donate it toward the com- 
nuinitv building project, or that if 
he building project does not go 
through that they will send the fund 
"out of Narberth?" Haven't the 
original subscribers to that fund the 
right to say whether or not that 
shall be done, or at least to be con- 
sulted? 

Another question that has been 
repeatedly asked and as repeatedly 
evaded, is the question of just how 
the available funds are to be spent. 
A few months ago the statement 
was made that it included just the 
building. A more recent statement 
s that it includes not only 
the building, but also the cost of 
fixing up the complete playground. 
Tn none of the conflicting statements 
that have been made is it supposed 
to include the cost of furnishing, 
equipping and making the building 
ready for use. How does the com- 
mittee propose to raise the necessary 
ten or fifteen thousand dollars for 
this purpose— by another bond issue 
next year? 

In addition, most people will 
agree that the proposed site of this 
building is the worst that could pos- 
sibly be found. First, because it is 
off in one remote corner of the bor- 
ough, making it inconveniently in- 
accessible to the vast majority of 
Narberth residents ; and second, he- 
cause it is in a pocket beside the 
railroad. Think of trying to enjoy a 
concert, lecture or play between R 
and 10 in the evening, just the hours 
when the Western freight is going 
through, to the tune of a long train 
every two or three minutes ! 

I believe that many of the voters 
of Narberth would be in favor of a 
much more modest, similar project 
more in keeping with the borough's 
purse, but I cannot believe that any 
thinking person will Svant to vote 
for a scheme which is obviously too 
elaborate for Narberth. Is it not 
true that with the proposed bond is- 
sue and the trust fund, which may 
or may not be available, we will 
have only half a loaf, and that we 
will only become subject in years to 
come to a long series of additional 
expenses ? Would not this 33 i-3.per 
cent, increase in our tax rate be bet- 
ter spent for any one of several 
necessities that we need and do not 
have — such things as an extension 
of Essex avenue under the railroad* 
additional police protection, streets 
kept in better condition, better street 
lighting, better schools?

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do nothing. For years the meet- 
ings ol Council have been disturb- 
ed by delegations of petitioners 
, mm unpaved streets. That cease- 
less agitation has kept the matter 
continually at the front, but Coun- 
cil has at 110 time revealed any re-

If Council had 
at anv time in the past proposed 
am teasible plan for improving 
these streets, the residents on 
those streets would have respond- 
ed.

MEN TO GET OUT THE VOTE 

Greenhorns Plan to Drive in North 
Ardmore on Election Day. 

With the "Get-out-the-Yote Car- 
avan" of the League of Women Vo- 
ters as an inspiration, some men 
voters in Ardmore are taking up the 
job themselves. 

Plans were worked out during the 
past week by which the Greenhorns, 
an organization of Ardmore men, 
who meet once a month to consider 
public questions, will try to get the 
biggest possible vote out in the 
North Ardmore election district on 
November 4. 

To put this through the organiza- 
tion of which C. Clothier Jones is 
president, is sending out postcards, 
with a return card attached, to every 
voter in the district. Urging him or 
her to "vote as you please, but vote." 

The return cards is for the pur- 
pose of getting as many of the vo- 
ters on record as possible, but the 
effort will not end there. A group 
of members of the organization will 
follow up the cards, even on election 
clay. 

On that day with a large num- 
ber of automobiles, and with the 
assistance of the Boy Scouts, every 
voter will be "hunted down" and 
urged to vote. 

One important thing the organi- 
zation plans to do is to get the men 
to vote as early in the day as they 
can. In line with this they are ask- 
ing women, when it is convenient for 
them to do so, to defer voting until 
after 10 o'clock in the morning. 

Following up the election day 
activity, the Greenhorns have ob- 
tained permission from the school 
board to use the auditorium of the 
Junior High School, which seats 
1260 persons, on the night of elec- 
tion day. 

Election returns will be received 
and given to the audience, and War- 
wick James Price, one of the best- 
informed lecturers on current events 
in the country, will discuss the sig- 
nificance of the returns as they come 
in.

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ROCKLEDGE ANNEXATION 

Is Opposed by Philadelphia in Peti- 
tion Against Action. 

The city and county of Phila 
delphia, through its city solicitor, 
Joseph P. GarTney, and William 
f . Connor, counsel for the Phila- 
delphia county commissioners, 
last week filed with Clerk of 
Courts Johnson in Norristown an 
answer to the petition for the an- 
nexation of the borough of Rock 
ledge to the city strenuously op- 
posing the same. 

The proposed annexation had 
been the cause of much agi- 
tation in Montgomery county po- 
litical circles. 

It is denied in the answer that 
it is for the best interests of Rock 
ledge or of the owners of real es 
tate therein to be annexed to the 
city . On the contrary, it is held 
that "such annexation would be a 
positive detriment to the borough 
and of its inhabitants and of the 
owners of real estate therein for 
the reason that any advantages or 
improvements that could hope to 
be secured by such inhabitants 
and owners in the event of such 
annexation will necessarily be 
long deferred by reason of the im- 
perative demands for public im- 
provements in the territory now 
comprising the city of Philadel- 
phia and the countv of Montgom- 
cry." 

It is further held thai the pro- 
posed annexation would be wholly 
to the disadvantage of the city of 
Philadelphia, and that by a resolu- 
tion passed by the City Councils 
and approved by the Mayor, Sep- 
tember 9 last, it was resolved that 
such was the fact and the city so- 
licitor was instructed to take steps 
to legally oppose the proposition. 

The act under which the pro- 
posed annexation is asked to be 
made is also held by the city's 
counsel to be unconstitutional and 
invalid for the reason, it is said, 
that it is special legislation and 
lor other reasons. 



HATFIELD DRIVING CLUB 

Plans Track to Succeed Belmont. 
Also Yearly County Fair. 

Aeo»rding to plans formulated 
recently, Montgomery county will 
have a fair each fall. The Hatfield 
Driving Club, which has been con- 
ducting horse races on a tract 
along the Forty Foot road, near 
Hatfield, is behind the project. 

Recently the club completed 
deals whereby it becomes the own- 
er of the tract on which its track 
is located and the adjoining farm 
of C. M. Imswiler. The former 
plot contains between 16 acres 
while the Imswiller farm com- 
prises 28 acres. 

The farm has a desirable tract 
of woodland and the land now 
owned by the driving club is con- 
sidered as an ideal site for an ex- 
hibition. Its location near Hatfield 
and Lansdale with good train and 
trolley service and good highways 
leading to it from all directions 
add to its desirabilitv as a location 
for a fair ground. 

It is said that the club is also 
considering the establishing of a 
mile track. With the abolishment 
of the Belmont track it is believed 
that there is an insistent demand 
for a racing establishment near 
Philadelphia where running, har- 
ness and automobile events can 
be staged. It is likely that the club 
will join one of the popular racing 
circuits and some classy events 
are anticipated.

Collisions were the basis of two 
actions for damages brought in 
the office of the Prothonotary in 
Norristown this week. 

Attorney T. Lane Bean has 
brought suit in behalf of Thomas

avenue, April 25 last. 

Attorneys Lazelere, Wright

Join In Philadelphia District Revival 
8ervices. 
Simultaneous revival services in 
a thousand Methodist Episcopal 
churches throughout the Philadel- 
phia area began last Sunday. Local 
churches took part. 

There was a general exchange of 
pastors in the pulpits of this area for 
the first Sunday. Group meetings 
were held all this week. This Sun- 
day as a part of the revival move- 
ment there will be an every-member 
communion in every church of the 
Philadelphia-New Jersey-Delaware 
district. A drive on "backsliders" is 
to be a part of the campaign. 

"The reclamation of the 'back- 
slider' would set the church on fire 
with a new zeal to save those who 
have never acknowledged Jesus 
Christ," said Bishop Joseph 1. 
Berry, resident bishop of the area, 
discussing the revival. "The time 
has come to plead for the lost souls 
of the community. Thousands of 
church certificates have been forgot- 
ten or hidden away in attics. A 
house-to-house drive should be 
made to unearth these documents.'' 
The revival plans do not include 
a series of large mass meetings. 
Rather, it is intended, explains 
Bishop Berry, to give special em- 
phasis to the individualism m the 
work of soul-winning. 

"Consecrated personality, domi- 
nated by the Holy Spirit, will do 
what is needed," continued Bishop 
Berry. "Let us surrender ourselves 
definitely and utterly to his domi- 
nance and leadership. That will 
mean a revival of spiritual power in 
many of our halting churches, 
churches that need nothing so much 
as the spirit-wrought work of grace. 
"We have been putting much 
stress upon the temporalities of the 
Church. We have been planning 
and pleading for money. But the 
time has come to plan and plead for 
lost souls. A real revival will in- 
stantly help every benevolent 
cause." 



DISTRICT ASSESSORS TO GO 



LAST MINUTE RUSH 



For Licenses Faces Bureau in Spite 
of Its Precautions. 
"Apparently the last two weeks in 
December are again to find thou- 
sands of owners of motor vehicles 
frantically storming the Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles at Harrisburg in a 
belated effort to get the license tags 
they might have had in October." 

This statement was made by Paul 
D. Wright, Secretary of Highways. 

"Although an application form 
has already been mailed to every 
motor car owner in Pennsylvania," 
continued Mr. Wright, "the latter 
part of December is going to find 
the eleventh hour crowd just as 
large as ever. 

"This year there are no extensive 
application blanks to fill out— there 
is no necessity of visiting a notary 
public. All the applicant must do is 
sign his name to the card mailed 
him, attach his remittance and re- 
turn the application to Harrisburg. 
Nothing could be simpler. 

"Despite the simplicity of the 
new system only 2000 applications 
are being received daily. For a 
while the daily average was 6000, 
but this figure has dropped. 

"I suppose there will be a clamor 
for an extension of time to January 
1, so that negligent owners may 
drive their cars with this year's li- 
cense. But why should we grant an 
extension ? The owner without tags 
January 1 will have only himself to 
blame. He has the application now. 
He cannot say he is trying to save 
interest money, because the interest 
on his fee will be less than five cents. 
Men do not go hunting or fishing, 
nor do they get married without a 
license. Thy are prompt to take out 
these papers. Why should they not 
be prompt in taking out their auto- 
mobile licenses ? 

"The State Highway Department 

has done its part. Now it is up to 
the car-owner. At this time the Bu- 
reau of Motor Vehicles is able to 
act on amplications within 36 hours 
after their receipt." 

Court Refuses to Hear School Re- 
straint Action. 
The Common Pleas Court in 
Norristbwn refused to hear argu- 
ment on an equity action brought. by 
certain residents of Montgomery 
township against the school district 
to restrain the directors from apply- 
ing a recent loan of $30,000 to other 
than school purposes, providing that 
the special loan is not declared in- 
valid because of alleged fraud. The 
refusal of the Court to hear argu- 
': merit was based upon the allega- 
'TtTon: that the proceedings were hot in 
proper legal form. . 



County Salons Think Them Respons- 
ible for Under-Assessments. 

At the thirty-eighth convention 
of the Pennsylvania Association of 
County Commissioners held in 
Reading three weeks ago discussion 
of measures sponsored by its Legis- 
lative Committee, of which Captain 
Henry M. Stein is chairman, re- 
sulted in the acceptance of bills to 
be introduced at the next session of 
the Legislature. 

County Commissioners, Stout, 
Crawford and Keelor, of Mont- 
gomery county, were among the 300 
County Commissioners, solicitors 
and clerks present. More than 67 
counties were represented. 

One bill discussed would permit 
County Commissioners to make pur- 
chases not to exceed $300 without 
advertising for bids. The limit is 
now $100. 

A bill to create a county board of 
three Assessors with the necessary 
assistants to be appointed by Court 
or County Commissioners with the 
option of third-class city Councils 
naming one member and accepting 
the county board's assessment for 
taxation, is also sponsored. 

The change if passed by the State 
Legislature, would mean that the 
present property assessor for each 
district of the county would be 
abolished and a board of three as- 
sessors to be named by the Commis- 
sioners or Court, would have full 
charge of the valuation work. 

All county laws are codified in 
one act without change in the pro- 
visions now in effect. Some of the 
laws have been on the statute books 
for a century and is desired that 
these obsolete rulings be wiped out 
and a clean set of county laws be 
enacted so that there will be uni- 
formitv and all County Commis- 
sioners' will be free from entangle- 
ments from age-old laws. 

A short discussion of the proper 
truck tonnage to be allowed to pass 
over county bridges came up. Ac- 
cording to the new code all the 
bridges would be built to carry 13 
tons. 

The working of the Mothers' As- 
sistance Fund in Berks, as a model 
for those of other counties, with 90 
mothers and 328 pupils in charge, 
was described by the Berks chair- 
man, Mrs. Isaac Hiester.

■Give Coolldge Record Vote 
Montgomery County. 
With all political kinks ironed out 
and with all factions united in sup- 
port of the national and county 
ticket, Montgomery Republicans are 
expected to give the greatest demon- 
stration of their strength in the his- 
tory of the county on Election day. 

For the first time in years there 
are no schisms in the party battle 
lines. This, coupled with the largest 
registration Montgomery has ever 
had, points to an unprecedented Re- 
publican plurality on November 4 . 

More than 1 10,000 voters are eli- 
gible to cast ballots in the county, 
and the more optimistic workers 
predict that 100,000 will go to the 
polls. Conservatives put the figure 
a little lower and will be satisfied if 
the vote reaches 75,000. The opti- 
mists base their prediction upon the 
fact that the women's campaign to 
bring about registration has re- 
sulted in the listing of 544*4 of th e 
fair sex, which is just 1200 less than 
the total of males.

Many 
person- think that the library is 
open only for the distribution of 
current literature, and while that 
i- the ])iinci]ial activity at pres- 
ent there is among the library 
workers a constant endeavor to ac- 
quire and prepare for ready access 
all kind- of material necessary in 
looking up general information. 
Reference books are \ cry expen- 
sive and the number mi the shelves 
inerea-e- vcr\ slowly. Any per- 
son- who have college text books 
of recent date. < >r -landard litera- 
ture of any period would confer a 
great fa\or on the library and 
thus on the community if they 
would contribute such books to 
the library.

"The committee was advised," 
tl.ev sav. "that the location is a noisy 
one anil therefore objectionable for 
an auditorium." While passing trains 
do create an element of noise, the 
location in this respect is no worse 
than the ceiiter-of-town location, 
were one axailable, and most certain- 
ly from the viewpoint of street 
noises, it is as quiet a location as 
could be found. This criticism, the 
coniniitee holds, is without merit, 
pointing out that even the train 
noises will rapidly diminish with the 
greater use of electric traction that 
is bound to be the case in the next 
few years. 

"Thus," says the committee, "most 
of the criticisms are apparently the 
result of a lack of complete under- 
standing." 

The committee has done its work 
merely as appointed representatives 
of the citizens through some 30 local 
organizations. It has merely pre- 
sented its plan as the citizens' plan 
and for the citizens to decide as to 
its acceptability. The proposed de- 
velopment is not an "Organization 
Center"— it will in every sense he a 
"Community Center," devoted to the 
activities of all citizens — something 
that is needed and will be a boost 
to Narberth — the year 'round home 
town.
